Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Janah emphasized the claimed combination of passing and 
detecting radiation from directly above the substrate in conjunction with a coil being disposed over a top surface of the 
chamber. Nr. Janah noted the importance of this method for measuring the trench depths and detecting the endpoint 
of a deep trench etching process. The role of biasing the substrate was discussed with respect to the attainment of 
deep trenches such that it becomes important to use a reflectance based spectroscopy when detecting the endpoint of 
an etching process. Mr. Janah indicated that an RCE or continuation would likely be filed. We discussed the 
possibility of a restriction requirement being imposed on a set of claims that was similar to those presently pending. 
Also, the possibility of filing an affidavit to swear behind the reference was discussed.
